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FOREST  FIRE   WARDENS'  REPORT 


PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES 
IS  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 


^  Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in 

New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible 
$5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and 
towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  respon- 
sibility could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.  What 
utter  waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful  and 
needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200 
acres  burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other  business 
places  were  threatened  with  possible  total  destruction. 

..  Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if 

f.  every  citizen  remembers   his   responsibility  in  regard 

to  any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to 
keep  our  fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple 
rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  prem- 
ises, obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Sea- 
sonal permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  incinerators 
and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry 
windy  weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control — 
pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom  for 

I  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 
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6.     If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a 
fire  out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or 
fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help  arrives. 
There   is   potential   danger   when   matches   fall   into 
the  hands  of  children.  It  is  never  to  early  for  parents 
to  install  in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 
Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 
In  1962  we  had  1  fire. 
We  burned  3  acres. 
Permits  issued,  27.

These  courses   are  made 

(possible  through  the  State  Fire  Fighters  Training  Pro- 
gram, whereby  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  with  fed- 
eral assistance  pays  all  the  expenses  of  the  course. 
^  This  past  year  has  been  a  very  good  year  fire-wise  in 

i  the  Town  of  Newington.  We  have  had  a  few  very  small 

fires,  one  large  woods  fire,  plus  the  bomb  scares  at  the 
Port  City  Bowl.  All  of  these  emergencies  were  handled 
very  ably  by  your  firemen. 

We  have  had  a  fire  prevention  program  during  the 
I  past  year  and  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  we  had  an 

*  open  house  at  the  fire  station,  and  carried  out  the  junior 

fire   marshal   program   at   the    Newington    elementary 
school.  We  are  requesting  through  the  budget  money  for 
.  hose   and   other   equipment   for   the   Fire   Department 

f  which  we  will  be  needing  next  year.  We  have  a  continu- 

ing program  of  replacing  hose,  to  be  sure  that  we  have 
I  an  adequate  supply  of  good  hose  to  use  in  the  event  of 

I  an  emergency  at  all  times.  We  have  equipped  our  No.  2 

fire  truck  with  21/2"  hose  so  that  we  can  reach  a  greater 
distance  from  the  hydrants  in  the  event  of  a  fire  off 
the  hydrant  system.

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CEMETERY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Your  Cemetery  Committee  is  saddened  in  reporting 
the  death  of  Earl  Coleman,  for  many  years  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Newington  Burial  Yord.  The  tidy  and  trim 
appearance  of  the  cemetery  during  these  years  reflects 
the  devoted  interest  he  took  in  his  work. 

The  Selectmen's  appointment  of  Leavitt  Moulton  to 
take  over  as  Superintendent  is  a  fortunate  one.  Leavitt 
brings  to  the  office  an  outstanding  background  of  land- 
scaping and  estate  care.  We  hope  he  will  find  it  possible 
to  continue  the  work  for  many  years. 

The  Committee  has  occupied  itself  with  the  establish- 
ment of  definite  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
the  cemetery,  which  it  believes  will  improve  its  general 
appearance  and  preserve  the  atmosphere  of  peace  and 
restful  beauty  which  we  like  to  associate  with  our  final 
resting  place. 

One  of  the  major  problems  concerning  your  Committee 
f  is  the  need  for  enlarging  the  cemetery's  area.  Plans  of 

this  nature  have  to  be  made  and  activated  long  before 
I  the  actual  need  arrives,  and  we  feel  the  present  is  none 

''  too  soon. 

If  we  are  to  keep  the  cemetery  in  one  continuous  area, 
the  only  available  land  is  that  back  of  the  Library  where 
the  Army  Engineers  have  recently  cut  the  trees  down 
to  the  ground,  to  remove  an  airplane  hazard.  Though 
the  Town  owns  the  land,  the  preparation  of  the  land 
through  removal  of  stumps  and  reseeding  to  grass  is  a 
matter  of  no  small  cost.  This  cost,  however,  should  be 
returned  to  the  town  over  a  period  of  years  through  the 
sale  of  lots.  In  addition  to  serving  this  purpose,  grubbing 
and  regrassing  of  the  land  will  prevent  it  growing  back 
into  an  ugly  second  growth  woods  patch. 

Newington  Cemetery  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


By  the  time  you  receive  this  report,  there  will  already 
be  in  your  hands  an  up-to-date  edition  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  of  the  Town.  You  will  note  that  the  book  is 
so  arranged  that  by  pulling  out  the  metal  clip  that  holds 
the  pages  in  place  additional  pages  may  be  added  when 
and  as  new  ordinances  are  voted  by  the  Town.  Any  new 
ordinances  will  be  printed  promptly  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  distributed  to  you,  when  and  as  the  Town 
adopts  them. 

Because  many  people  may  not  be  informed  of  the 
responsibilities  and  functions  of  our  two  regulating 
bodies  —  Planning  (Zoning)  Board  and  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment (Appeals,  Variances)  —  the  following  brief  outline 
is  submitted. 

The  Planning  Board's  responsibility  is  to  consider  all 
aspects  of  the  Town's  future  needs  —  including  but  not 
limited  to  Zoning  —  and  propose  their  findings,  after 
public  hearings,  in  the  form  of  articles  for  the  Town  to 
vote  on  in  any  duly  warned  Town  Meeting,  either  special 
or  regular.  Additionally,  it  has  the  sole  responsibility  for 
regulating  subdivisions.  In  this  area  its  decisions  are 
final,  except  for  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  or 
the  Courts,  when  undue  hardships  are  created. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  (Appeals,  Variances)  is 
what  its  name  implies  —  a  board  to  consider  hardships 
created  by  our  Zoning  Ordinances  or  other  regulations 
where  a  literal  interpretation  of  our  regulations  causes 
an  unreasonable  hardship  or  one  not  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town.  Their  decisions,  after  a  properly  warned 
public  hearing,  are  immediate  and  final  (except  for 
appeals  to  the  Courts). 
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You  will  recall  that  certain  articles  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  the  warrant  for  last  year's  Town 
Meeting  were  passed  conditioned  upon  Town  Counsel's 
opinion  of  their  legality.  The  issue  was  whether  or  not 
the  publicizing  of  the  articles  in  the  warrant  would 
make  unnecessary  a  pubhc  hearing.  Town  Counsel's  opin- 
ion was  that,  though  under  State  Law  a  special  hearing 
in  such  instance  was  not  necessary,  the  Town  in  its  own 
ordinance  had  made  that  requirement  with  exception 
and,  therefore,  the  action  was  not  legal. 

Accordingly  a  proper  public  hearing  has  been  held  on 
this  and  other  ordinances  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board,  which  will  be  included  in  this  year's  warrant 
and  subject  to  your  pleasure  at  the  coming  Town 
Meeting.

1.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  school  district  moderator 
of  the  results  of  the  school  district  election. 

2.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

4.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  in- 
come; the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 

6.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
district,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
1962  -  1963 


The  Newington  School  Board  is  pleased  to  report  to 
you  that  the  Newington  school  system  has  been  a  very 
efficient  operation  for  the  past  year.  This  is  due  to  the 
personnel  connected  with  the  over-all  operation  of  the 
school  system.  During  the  past  year  we  have  hired  a 
new  principal,  Donald  Virgin,  and  the  other  personnel 
has  remained  the  same.  We  take  this  opportunity  to 
commend  all  for  the  fine  job  they  have  done. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  installed  television  in 
the  school,  stereophonic  music  consisting  of  an  RCA 
record  player  unit  and  a  library  consisting  of  nearly 
400  selections  of  stereophonic  music.  We  have  also  added 
a  reading  consultant  to  the  curriculum  and  have  the 
Rinehart  penmanship  course  at  the  school.  We  have 
acquired  a  new  projector  to  further  the  audio-visual 
education  of  our  children. 

The  most  important  policy  change  of  the  past  year 
consisted  of  our  transportation  policy,  which  changed 
the  hours  of  picking  up  and  delivering  the  children  back 
home  again.  We  believe  this  new  schedule  is  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  largest  number  of  children. 

We  are  very  happy  to  announce  that  we  have  a  fine 
basketball  team  at  the  school,  which  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  work  of  our  new  principal.  He  and  Mr. 
Kaddy,  our  custodian,  are  to  be  commended  for  the  fine 
work  they  are  doing  with  the  children.  Not  only  do  we 
have  a  fine  baskeball  team  but  also  a  real  lively  group  of 
cheerleaders. 

The  School  Board  meets  in  open  meeting  on  the  third 
Friday  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  school.  Parents 
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and  citizens  are  cordially  invited  to  attend  at  any  time. 
If  you  have  a  problem  we  (the  School  Board)  urge  you 
to  take  it  up  with  the  teacher  involved.  If  you  do  not 
receive  satisfaction,  take  it  up  with  the  principal.  If  at 
that  time  you  are  not  satisfied,  take  it  up  with  our 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Robert  Brunelle,  whose  office 
is  always  open  to  anyone.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newington: 

This  school  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  the  pupils 
who  attend  school  in  the  Newington  School  District.  I 
say  this  because  I  personally  feel  we  have  been  able  to 
move  forward  in  the  education  of  the  children. 

The  school  program  or  curriculum  continues,  as  in  the 
past,  to  be  strongly  based  on  an  emphasis  in  the  funda- 
mentals of  reading,  arithmetic,  science,  and  social 
studies.  In  addition  to  these  basic  necessities,  we  have 
added  two  significant  programs:  handwriting  and  a 
reading  consultant.  I  am  sure  those  of  you  who  have 
children  in  the  Grade  School  have  noticed  the  improve- 
ment in  handwriting.  Children  with  peculiar  problems 
relative  to  reading  have  received  specialized  instruction 
above  and  beyond  what  we  can  expect  from  the  class- 
room teacher  —  Mrs.  Evelyn  Vedeler,  a  person  with 
many  years  of  training  and  experience,  has  and  will  con- 
tinue to  meet  with  pupils  individually  or  in  groups  of 
from  two  to  four  this  year. 

The  art  program  projected  in  my  report  to  you  one 
year  ago  has  not  been  instituted  due  to  the  lack  of  a 
qualified  teacher. 

We,  the  teachers  and  I,  have  reorganized  the  cur- 
riculum under  the  leadership  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Virgin, 
towards  greater  achievement  being  expected  from  the 
children.  In  the  present  day  of  rapid  change  with  greater 
demands  upon  all,  it  is  imperative  that  the  children 
receive  more  instruction  about  more  things  in  the  same 
amount  of  time. 

Regularly  scheduled  trips  to  Langdon  Library  and 
instruction  in  ceramics  continues  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  school  program. 
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Evaluation  of  curriculum  leads  me  to  say  we  have  a 
good  varied  program  of  which  the  community  can  be 
rightly  proud.  Refinement  and  improvement  is  always 
possible,  but  we  have  the  right  to  conclude  here  that 
our  present  position  is  a  good  one. 

Teaching  Staff: 

This  year  as  last  we  have  a  new  Principal,  Mr.  Donald 
Virgin.  Our  former  Principal,  Mr.  Brewster,  is  now  in 
South  Vietnam  teaching  under  contract  with  the  United 
States  State  Department. 

Mr.  Virgin  was  formerly  Principal  of  the  Sandown 
Elementary  School,  He  is  a  fine  addition  to  the  staff. 
Once  again,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  person  ad- 
ministering and  teaching  in  the  school.  He,  Mr.  Virgin, 
has  organized  a  school  basketball  team,  in  addition  to 
his  other  duties,  as  an  extension  of  the  physical  educa- 
tion program. 

Miss  Dorothy  Davis  has  returned  as  the  third-  and 
fourth-grade  teacher.  She,  with  added  experience  and  a 
more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  community  and  the 
children,  is  doing  good  work. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Pickering,  first-  and  second-grade 
teacher,  is  still  giving  of  her  ability,  experience,  and 
knowledge  to  the  children  in  our  school.  This  exceptional 
lady  who  has  been  teaching  more  years  than  she  cares 
to  remember  gives  the  entire  staff  an  orientation  to 
the  community  and  children  that  would  be  impossible 
without  her. 

Transportation : 

A  change  has  been  instituted  in  school  bus  transporta- 
tion which  will  get  the  children  home  from  school  sooner 
than  was  possible  under  the  previous  system.  The  change 
was  necessary  due  to  the  lengthening  of  the  school  day 
at  Portsmouth  High  School.  I  believe  that  the  children 
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will  benefit  by  the  revision  and  heartily  endorse  this 

change. 

Budget  Analysis: 

The  1963-64  Proposed  School  Budget  has  increased 
over  last  year  due  to  the  following : 

1.  The  minimum  salary  for  teachers  has  been  changed 
from  $4,000  to  $4,100  upon  my  recommendation  in  order 
that  we  remain  in  a  competitive  position  in  the  teacher 
market. 

2.  Teacher  salaries  have  increased  in  line  with  our 
salary  schedule  and  the  fore-mentioned  change.  This 
item  also  includes  the  additional  expense  of  the  reading 
consultant. 

3.  Increases  in  costs  of  teaching  supplies  and  nominal 
increases  in  the  salary  of  the  nurse  and  salary  of  the 
custodian. 

4.  Utilities  increased  due  to  additional  costs  of  light- 
ing —  with  the  addition  of  two  yard  lights  which, 
incidentally,  have  resulted  in  lighting  the  perimeter  of 
the  school  building  with  the  accompanying  protection 
against  possible  vandalism. 

5.  Tuition  to  Portsmouth  has  increased  due  to  higher 
tuition  rates  and  a  larger  number  of  pupils  attending 
those  schools. 

6.  Supervisory  Union  expenses  are  up  due  to  higher 
operating  costs  of  this  office  —  particularly  postage  and 
telephone  costs.  The  Superintendent  and  office  person- 
nel have  also  been  granted  increases  in  salary. 

7.  Installation  of  showers  and  a  small  locker  room 
to  accommodate  the  children  who  take  part  in  organized 
team  sports. 

I  wish  to  notify  everyone  of  the  new  posting  and 
budgetary   procedure   that   is   now   mandatory   for   all 
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school  districts.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
instituted  the  new  procedure  as  of  July  1,  1962,  and  as 
a  result,  you  will  notice  groupings  of  expenditures  and 
new  terms  which  differ  from  past  practice.  The  change 
will  enable  State  Department  personnel  to  gather  in- 
formation which  is  standard  from  all  districts  in  the 
State,  thereby  presenting  a  true  picture  of  the  costs 
of  education  on  a  state-wide  basis. 

4  In  closing  this  report  to  you,  I  wish  to  say  that  it 

{  continues  to  be  a  personal  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  you  as 

your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  also  wish  to  extend 
my  gratitude  to  the  teachers;  the  school  nurse;  the 
school  transporter,  Mr.  Pickering;  the  Parent-Teachers' 
Association;  the  Trustees  of  the  Langdon  Free  Public
